Snowstorms of old 


Getting around with sasha drive was ‘hee hee

WILMINGTON - Nobody 
today would remember the 
old road scraper the Town of 
Wilmington used to own, a 
century ago, before the town 
paved the streets. 

The scraper was drawn by 
two horses and was primari- 
ly used for grading the dirt 
roads in town, to make them 
passable for horse-drawn 
wagons and the occasional 
automobile. 

During the winter, if plow- 
ing was needed, the road 
scraper would occasionally 
be used. But it wasn’t really 
needed until automobiles 
became common, in the 
1920s. 

A road scraper could plow 
a path about eight feet wide. 
That was enough for any 
car. Of course, if there was 
another car going the other 
way, there was a problem. 

Wilmington also possessed 
another specialized plow, 
commonly called the side- 
walk plow. Herb Barrows 
would drive the horse 
pulling the plow. It got its 
name because it plowed a 
path two or three feet wide, 
not enough for wagons or 
cars, but enough for people 
to walk. . 

The first weekend in 
December, about 1916, a 
snowstorm hit the area. It 
was really something clos- 
ing area schools for two 
days and driving up snow 
drifts four feet deep.

That snowstorm didn’t 
bother the farmers of 
Wilmington. They had 
“pungs” for heavy going in 
the wintertime. They could 
be used, for instance, for 
hauling firewood, with a 
team of horses. A pung was 
a heavy four-runner sleigh. 

Some farmers also owned a 
light sleigh for passenger 
use. One horse could pull it 
along with one or two pas- 
sengers. Sometimes there 
would be bells on the har- 
ness, producing a pleasing 
jingle. 

Dr. Daniel Buzzell had 
such a sleigh in which he 
made his rounds. No snow 
ever stopped him. 

Young people often would 
hitch rides on the pungs by 
standing on the rear run- 
ners. It was great fun. 

But Dr. Buzzell never 
allowed anyone to stand on 


the runners of his sleigh. He 
just didn’t want accidents. 
The kids didn’t realize that, 
and couldn’t understand 
why they weren’t allowed to 
have fun. 

People who worked in 
Boston were not really 
stopped either by high snow- 
falls. The trains still ran. 
City residents could and did 
make their way to the rail- 
road station in the morning. 
When they returned in the 
evening, it was to paths that 
had been cleared by Herb 
Barrows using the sidewalk 
plow. 

The big solid-tire cotton 
trucks that ran between 
Boston and Lowell would 
beat down the snow on Main 
Street. That and the road 
scraper made things pass- 
able in a day or two, and 
most Wilmington families 
were willing to wait.

Why Memorial Day matters 


Tewksbury is having trou- 
ble funding some of those 
activities that mean the 
most to us, as a town and 
as a nation.

Mrs. Eldringhoff, the 
librarian at Tewksbury 
Memorial High School, 
several years ago discov- 
ered a moving piece writ- 
ten by a former headmas- 
ter of Tewksbury High 
School in the 1945 year- 
book. The letter, and the 
photo of the Headmaster 


Whitman Pearson, are 
framed in the TMHS 
library. It may help 


explain why we call it 
Tewksbury Memorial High 
School, and more impor- 
tantly, it reminds of why 
we observe Memorial Day. 
Please consider giving to 
the Tewksbury Patriotic 
Activities Committee and 
continuing the honorable 
tradition in our town. 


A Message to the 
Seniors 

Several years ago a popu- 
lar Tewksbury High School 
athlete, Armand Fortier, 
bade me good-bye, and 
with my good wishes for 
the future, he left the 
school to make his way in 
the world. 

The years went by, our 
country became involved 
in the greatest war of all 
time, and your headmaster 
became an Army Officer, 
charged with the task of 
laying to rest those 
Americans who made the 
supreme sacrifice driving 
the German Army from 
the Atlantic to the Rhine. 
At Christmas time, 1944, 
the tide of battle had 
turned momentarily, and 
the world watched aghast, 
while the citizen soldiers of 
American and England in 
the crucial Battle of the 
Bulge brought the desper- 
ate Wehrmacht to a grind- 
ing stop. 

At the cemetery, almost 
in the path of the German 
break-through, we knew 
how the oncoming wave of 
tanks and men had been 
slowed and stopped, as we 
received the broken bodies 
of those who had given 
their all to hold the line. 
And one afternoon there 
came to me the shock

which, more than anything 
else, made me realize the 
fullest import of the war. 

Among the * Graves 
Registration Forms pass- 
ing across my desk, was 
one bearing a familiar 
name - Armand Fortier - 
Tewksbury High School’s 
Sergeant Armand Fortier - 
who had been killed in 
action the day before. And 
so, three thousand miles 
from the town we knew 
and loved so well, I paid 
my last respects to a 
Tewksbury boy who had 
died that the world might 
be a better and safer place 
for you and me. 

As the winter sun made 
lengthening shadows 
across the cemetery, I 
prayed that the sacrifice of 
Armand, like that of John 
Cooney, Ray Briggs, Paul 
Houlihan, Gerard Aubut 
and Jimmy Lawlor, would 
fire those fortunate enough 
to live through this war, 
with a determination to 
eliminate war from the 
scheme of things to come. 

Your generation has seen 
the very foundations of 
civilization rocked by V- 
bombs, block-busters, 
flame-throwing tanks, 
rocket-firing planes, and 
the other fiendish devices 
modern science created 
for this war. But this is 
only a pre-view of things to 
come, if science continues 
to outrun our achieve- 
ments in the field of 
human relations. 
Education must win its 
race with Catastrophe, or 
ten thousand years of 
human progress, the sacri- 
fice of untold millions, will 
have been of no avail. 

You are the parents, 
teachers, law-masters, vot- 
ers, taxpayers, and sol- 
diers of tomorrow, and 
upon you will rest the bur- 
den of building a better 
and more secure America 
in the years to come. May 
God guide your judgment 
and work so that the sacri- 
fices of 1917 - 1918 and 1941 
- 45 will not have to be 
repeated.

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Tewksbury woman 
held captive 


Thomas Ponte allegedly violently attacked girlfriend for days, 
bought drugs in Wilmington 


WOBURN - An Elm 
Street man allegedly ter- 
rorized and held captive 
his Tewksbury girlfriend 
for two days, repeatedly 
beating, stabbing, and 
choking her unconscious in 
a drug-induced rage before 
fleeing his residence yes- 
terday afternoon. 

The victim, who appar- 
ently played dead in the 
suspect’s bedroom as he 
readied to go on the run, 
was transported to 
Winchester Hospital for 
treatment of multiple 
injuries, including stab 
wounds to her hands and 
face and potential head 
injuries. 

At approximately 6 p.m. 
last night, State Police 
apprehended the suspect, 
identified as 41-year-old 
Thomas Ponte, of 75 Elm 
St., after a brief foot chase 
in Wakefield. Ponte faces 
a battery of charges for his 
purported two-day kidnap- 
ping, including: 

¢ Attempted murder; 

e Armed_ kidnapping 
causing serious bodily 
injury; 

¢ Three counts of assault 
and battery with a danger- 
ous weapon; 

¢ Intimidating a witness; 

e Larceny under $250; 

¢ and destruction of prop- 
erty over $250. 

According to police 
reports, police were sent to 
the Elm Street apartment 
at 3:56 p.m., moments 
after the victim came run- 
ning out of the house 
screaming for help and 
flagged down a passerby, 
who then contacted 911. 


The woman, whose face 
was swollen, lips bloodied, 
and hands and face cut, 
immediately blamed her 
boyfriend for her injuries, 
claiming that the 41-year- 
old had held her hostage 
for two terrifying days. 

Though she told first 
arriving officers that no 
one was in the suspect’s 
upstairs apartment, police 
did a protective sweep of 
the dwelling, where they 
found no one — though 
they did take note of multi- 
ple blood stains on the 
kitchen floor. 

The victim _ initially 
declined medical assis- 
tance; however, firefight- 
ers and paramedics, 
believing the Tewksbury 
resident may be in shock, 
convinced her to accept 
transport to an area hospi- 
tal. 

Later, as authorities 
searched for Ponte, the 
victim recalled spending 
Friday through Monday 
with her boyfriend without 
issue. In fact, on Monday, 
he reportedly took her to 
Lowell, where he bought 
her a sweatshirt and a 
scarf. 

They then apparently 
missed their train home to 
Woburn, ending up in 
Wilmington, where the 
suspect bought drugs from 
an unidentified individual. 
Ponte reportedly  con- 
vinced a teenage girl at a 
nearby Mobil Gas Station 
to give them a ride to his 
Elm Street apartment. 

Once home, she claimed, 
the suspect asked her to 
come upstairs for a

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moment. He reportedly 
tried to get her to watch a 
pornographic film, but she 
refused. 

He then went to the bath- 
room, where he presum- 
ably did some drugs. 
When he emerged, the vic- 
tim recalled, his. attitude 
was completely different, 
and he ordered her into his 
bedroom. 

Frightened, she tried to 
call 911, but he smashed 
her phone on the floor. 
The Tewksbury woman 
then tried to run out of the 
apartment, but Ponte 
caught her in the kitchen 
and began smashing her 
head and face off of the 
floor, kitchen cabinets, and 
refrigerator, say police. 

The victim recalled then 
being dragged back into 
the bedroom, where the 
suspect shot up some hero- 
in and took several other 
unidentified pills. She 
hoped that he would pass 
out so she could make a 
run for it, but he managed 
to stay awake. 

At some point during that 
drug induced state, the 
suspect climbed on top of 
the victim and began cut- 
ting her hair off with a 
butcher knife. He then 
poured a cup of juice over 
her head. 

According to the victim, 
she then lost conscious- 
ness and awoke to find 
Ponte in the kitchen snort- 
ing cocaine. She tried to 
convince him to let her 
leave, but he responded by 
lighting her purse on fire 
and then slashing her 
sweatshirt and a_ scarf

with a kitchen knife while 
threatening to do the same 
to her. 

The suspect then held a 
knife to the victim’s head 
and made her call her 
daughter to say that she 
was Okay. He then ordered 
her back into the bedroom, 
but she again tried to flee, 
say police. 

The suspect again tack- 
led her to the floor and 
choked her until she lost 
consciousness again, 
according to _ police 
reports. When she came to 
— she believes at about 
4:45 a.m. on Tuesday 
morning — the suspect 
was on the phone with his 
sister, reportedly making 
plans to flee the area. 

He then purportedly 
passed the phone to the 
victim, who pleaded with 
the sister to call police 
before she was murdered. 
The sister didn’t respond 
to that request, but did 
promise to give her some 
cash so she could return to 
Lowell. 


At that point, according 
to the victim, she was 
ordered to write and sign 
several notes claiming that 
she had beaten herself in 
order to frame the 41-year- 
old. 

Ponte then cleaned up 
her hair and other evi- 
dence of the crime, the 
Tewksbury woman 
recalled, before placing 
one of the butcher knifes 
as well as her keys and 
credit cards into a black 
duffel bag. 

He than allegedly began 
dragging the victim back 
into the bedroom for one 
last time. 

According to _ police 
reports, the victim was ter- 
rified that she was about to 
be murdered, so she plead- 
ed with the suspect to let 
her go. He apparently 
responded by kicking and 
stomping her in the head 
repeatedly. 

She then pretended to go 
limp and unconscious, and 
the 41-year-old ran out of 
the apartment with the 
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black duffel bag. 

According to authorities, 
after fleeing the scene, 
Woburn Police called for 
assistance from the Mass. 
State Police. Meanwhile, 
a witness recalled seeing 
the suspect fleeing the 
area in a gray Audi, which 
investigators purportedly 
linked to Ponte’s sister. 
The ‘sister subsequently 
admitted to giving him her 
car, but insisted she knew 
nothing about what tran- 
spired in the apartment. 
Det. Beth Higgins at one 
point called the suspect, 
according to a report on 
that conversation, and 
asked him to turn himself 
in, but he refused, appar- 
ently bragging that he 
could disappear for ‘10 
years. 

State Police later found 
the suspect driving the 
Audi on Spring Street in 
Wakefield, where he was 
apprehended.

If you would like to change 
your party affiliation, the 
deadline is also Wednesday, 
Feb. 15. 

Secretary of State William 
Galvin asserted the impor- 
tance of voting in the 
Presidential Primary 
regardless of party affilia- 
tion because the major 
Massachusetts parties deter- 
mine delegates proportional- 
ly instead of on a winner- 
take-all basis. 

“Both the Democratic and 
Republican parties in 
Massachusetts are propor- 
tional. So each 
Congressional district will 
select delegates based on the 
percentage of the vote in 
that district. So it really 
does have an_ impact," 
Galvin said. 

For residents that will ‘be 
out of town for the upcoming 
election, absentee ballots 
are now available in the 
Town Clerk’s office at Town 
Hall. Voters may fill out an 
absentee ballot at the Town 
Clerk’s office until noon on 
Monday, March 5. If you 
cannot vote in person, voters 
may request a-ballot by fill- 
ing out an absentee ballot 


application on the Town 
clerk’s website: 
www.town.wilmington.ma.u 
s. Click on “Departments,” 
then “Town Clerk”. 

George said there are 
many special circumstances 
that allow a voter to vote an 
absentee ballot. All college 
students are able to vote 
absentee. If the student 
attends college outside the 
Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts, they do not 
have to register to vote, but 
they may request an absen- 
tee ballot. All college. stu- 
dents attending school with- 
in the Commonwealth must 
be registered to vote absen- 
tee. 

If a voter is hospitalized on 
or before Thursday, March 1 
through election day may 
have a family member pick 
up and return the absentee 
ballot for them. Any resident 
who is residing outside the 
U.S. (ie. military, work 
engagements, etc.) must fill 
out a Federal Post Card 
application, which can be 
accessed via the Town 
Clerk’s website, to receive 
an absentee ballot. 

The 2012 Census has been 
sent out to residents. George 
said it is very important to 


return your census form 
because the results affect 
funding for State aid. Failure 
to return the census form 
may result in the removal of 
your name from the voter 
registration list. Anyone that 
did not receive a census 
form should call the Town 
Clerk’s office at 978-658-2030 
to request one. 

February 15 isn’t the only 
registration deadline that 
Wilmington residents need 
to worry about. According to 
a press release from the 
Town Clerk’s office, all resi- 
dents must register their 
dog(s) and provide a current 
rabies certificate by April 17 
to avoid a $15 late fee in 
addition to the registration 
fees: $10 for spayed, 
neutered pets and $15 for 
non-spayed, non-neutered 
pets. You can find the green 
dog registration form with 
the census forms that were 
sent out in January.

One of four wrestlers to ever win twice 


Furlong now a two-time sectional champion

A year ago at this time we 
first told you the story of 
Alex Furlong, then a junior 
wrestler who became a sec- 
tional champion at 189 
pounds.

seventh all-time in wins with 
101. 

“Getting the 100th win is 
such a huge accomplish- 
ment,” said head coach 
Mike Pimental. “We’ve had 
less than ten kids be able to 
get 100 wins so that’s a huge 
accomplishment for Alex. 
There’s a lot of guys nation 
wide who never get 100 wins, 
and to do that and be a two- 
time sectional champion 
just shows that there are

end’s Division 3 state meet 
which begins on Friday and 
concludes on Saturday 
night. 

“Now Alex has a legitimate 
chance of winning a state 
championship title,” said 
Pimental. “He only has two 
losses this year and one of 
them is to a kid he lost to in 
overtime and then he he 
faced again and beat, and 
then the other kid is from 
Rhode Island.” 

Only seven kids in the his- 
tory of the program have 
won a state championship 
title, and none since Kenny 
Joyce during the 2007-08 
season. With the 100 wins 
and the two sectional titles, 
Furlong would like nothing 
better than to cap off his 
amazing senior year with 
that elite title. Certainly a 
state championship is an 
incredible ordeal. 

“I’m ranked first right now, 
but I’d rather be the fourth 
seed and come up from the 
bracket and not get upset,” 
said Furlong before 
Monday’s practice. “It’s alot

on you - senior year and you 
have all of that pressure on 
you, it psyches me out but I 
think it’s also going to moti- 
vate me.” 

Motivation is such a key in 
the sport of wrestling. Each 
year Furlong continues to 
get better with between 24 
and 25 wins during his soph- 
omore and junior years to 
an amazing 32-2 record thus 
far this season. He captured 
win number 31 on the season 
and 100 for his career on 
Saturday with a first period 
pin in the semi-final match 
after getting a bye. 

“The first match he was a 
smaller kid,” said Furlong. 
“He shot on me and then I 
spun him around and was 
able to break him down and 
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worked a corkscrew and I 
pinned him in the first peri- 
od. That was actually my 
100th win so that was pretty 
exciting to be able to accom- 
plish that. That was one of 
my goals on the season, to 
get my 100th win and to be a 
state champion. There’s 
only a couple of wrestlers in 
the history of the program 
who have 100 wins and that’s 
pretty special. It just means 
that I’m at this level and 
now I want to achieve even 
more.” 

The ‘corkscrew’ move is 
“when you get a guy down 
on the mat and you are able 
to wrap him up with both 
arms and you turn him like 
a corkscrew, from his belly 
to his back. And if you do it 
well, it’s hard to get out of,” 
said Pimental. And while 
Furlong is very good with 
that move, the coach said 
throughout this season his 
moves have expanded, per- 
haps that’s why he was able 
to grind out a 4-1 sectional 
championship match win 
over over Spencer Walsh of 
Melrose. 

“Alex has been finding 


ways to win,” said Pimental. 
“He has one great takedown 
move that he really likes but 
we have been working on 
other ways for him to score 
and he’s been using those 
moves. He’s just been 
adjusting and growing 
throughout the season. Last 
year he finished fourth at 
the state meet and he wants 
to better himself, so we’re 
looking forward to this 
weekend.” 

In that title match, 
Furlong said he was able to 
score two points two differ- 
ent times in the match by 
turning Walsh around. 

“I knew he was a big kid,” 
said Furlong of Walsh. “I 
saw him step on the scale 
and he had to cut down to 
make the weight. But he’s 
short and stocky, so I knew 
that Ihad to get lower on 
him. After he tried to shoot 
on me, I stood up and got 
away, and then I scrambled 
on the mat and I was able to 
get on top of him for two 
points. Then I got two more 
points later on when he shot 
on me and I spun him 
around.”

The Wilmington High 
School Boys Hockey team 
enjoyed a fantastic week, 
beating both Winchester 2-1, 
and Stoneham, 3-0, pushing 
the team’s record to 9-3-3 
overall, while qualifying for 
the state tournament for the 
17th time in the past 18 
years. 

“Anytime you qualify with 
a month to go in the season 
is obviously a very good 
thing,” said head coach 
Steve Scanlon.

These last five games will be 
extremely crucial for the 
Wildcats for many reasons - 
first to try to win the league, 
to try to get a higher seeding 
in the state tournament, and

teams, as right now the 
team is 1-3-3 against teams 
with a .500 record or better 
and 8-0-0 against teams 
below the .500 mark. 
Wilmington has defeated 
Wakefield and Melrose, fell 
to Burlington and_ tied 
Watertown, while 
Tewksbury, the defending 
Division 2 state champions, 
currently has nine wins. Yet 
the one win against a team 
with a .500 record or better 
certainly doesn’t take away 
anything the team has 
accomplished this season. 


“I’m thrilled with the (9-3-3 
record),” said Scanlon. 
“Maybe a lot of us didn’t see 
ourselves in this situation 
with the schedule that we 
have. But if we’re able to fin- 
ish the season with 12 wins 
or something like that, I 
think we could be a very dif- 
ficult draw for a lot of 
teams.” 

Certainly what Wilmington 
has accomplished this sea- 
son hasn’t been taken lightly 
by the hockey world. On the 
Mass high school hockey 
website, Wilmington is one 
of the four Division 2 teams, 
and one of 27 total teams 
being considered for the 
Super 8 tournament. Two 
years ago Wilmington was 
also in that talk when it had 
a near perfect season, but a 
loss in the final week of the 
season ended that discus- 
sion. Certainly the Wildcats 
won’t make the final Super 8 
cuts but defeating quality 
Middlesex League teams 
like Arlington and 
Wakefield, and most recent- 
ly Winchester and Stoneham 
is pretty impressive consid- 
ering this is the first go 
around for the Wildcats in 
the prestigious league. 

“We had a great week,” 
said Scanlon. “Wednesday 
against Winchester was a 
very good game. Everyone 
played good, the game was 
up and down and when do 
you see a high school game 
without a single penalty 
called?

145 pounds. 

Other place finishers who 
qualified for this weekend’s 
Division 1 State Tournament 
were senior Lenny Houghton 
with a third place finish at 
182 pounds and seniors Nick 
Hoar (160) and Dustin 
Thibault (195) with fourth 
place finishes. 

The Rams also had three 
other wrestlers finish in the 
top six of their weight class, 
leaving them as alternates, 
with freshman Bryce 
Spinosa (106) and senior 
Jonathan Stearns (126) of 
Wilmington earning sixth 
place finishes while junior 
Dilan Kenney was a first 
alternate with a fifth place 
finish at 113 pounds. 

“To have so many kids to

Donovan said. “We just 
wish we could have had a 


few more. But I am very 
happy with the kids who 
qualified. 


As Donovan said, he would 
have liked to have seen a 
few more of his wrestlers 
. qualify for the state tourna- 
ment., It not only would 
have been very nice for 
those individuals, but a few 
extra points may have made 
the difference between the 
Rams already impressive 
fifth place finish, and a 
fourth place finish that 
would have qualified them 
for the Division 1 Team Dual 
Meet Tournament coming 
up in a couple of weeks. 

Shawsheen finished in fifth 
with 147 points while 
Chelmsford grabbed the 
final tournament spot with a 
fourth place finish of 165 
points. 

“I just thought we could 
have done a little bit better,” 
_Donovan said. “We did not 
have the team oriented fire 
that I wanted to see. We had 
some close matches, but a 
lot of them did not go our 
way. If some of them had 
gone our way things could 
have been different. 


“But I can’t complain 
about .the efforts of these 
kids. They have been great 
all season long. It would 
have been nice to make the 
tournament, but we are still 
17-3 on the year and we have 
had a great year.” 

Nobody on the Rams has 
had a better year than 
Pratt, who improved to 32-4 
on the season with his four 
wins in the tournament.

“CHRONICLE” COMPACT, BUT THOUGHTFUL 


“CHRONICLE” IS A FILM that mixes the ‘found 
footage’ and ‘superhero’ genres in a very enter- 
taining way - what would you do if you developed 
super powers, and what would the film look like if 
someone filmed you while you discovered your 


new talents? Lesson, be careful what you wish for. 


“CHRONICLE” 
GRADE: *** 


This film mixes the 
‘found footage’ genre with 
the ‘superhero’ genre, in a 
very entertaining way - 
what would you do if you 
developed. super powers, 
and what would the tape 
look like if someone filmed 
you while you discovered 
your new talents? 

“Chronicle” is a "found 
footage" fake documentary, 
purportedly shot by a high 
school student (Dane 
DeHaan). 

Andrew (DeHaan) is the 
shy and withdrawn one who 
is bullied at school and trau- 
matized at home by his abu- 
sive father and dying moth- 
er. He is the one that pur- 
chases a camcorder at the 
beginning of the film to 
“chronicle” his dull life. 
Andrew’s only buddy is his 
cousin Matt (Russell), 
whose cool masks insecuri- 
ties. Steve (Jordan) is an 
outgoing and popular guy, a 
likely class president. 

They become a trio 
when, by happenstance, 
Matt and Steve discover a 
sinkhole that opens into a 
cave and convince Andrew 
to enter it with them and his 
camera. Once inside, they 
discover. a crystal that 
apparently gives them the 
gift of telekinesis. 

The teens employ their 
new powers in pranks like 
moving objects around in a 
shopping mall and messing 
with people’s minds. Then 
they discover they can con- 
trol their own bodies and 
begin flying like supermen, 
but instead of searching out 
evil, they flythrough the 
clouds like kids chasing a 


football. 

"Chronicle" lulls the 
audience into a fall sense of 
security with many scenes 
of aimless goofing around 
by the kids, but there are 
small signs things will soon 
get heated. The movie car- 
ries a sense of foreboding 
that the superpowers will 
intensify hidden qualities of 
the boys, a fact that seems 
seary given the antisocial 
behavior exhibited by 
DeHaan. 

Director/co-writer Josh 
Trank manages the tension 
of "Chronicle” effectively, 
keeping it short (less than 
90 minutes in total lengh). 
It’s a compact movie that 
teases the viewer about 
where it's headed, pays off 
satisfyingly and leaves you 
with a lingering thought: Be 
careful what superpowers 
you wish for. 


“MAN ON A LEDGE” 
GRADE: ** 


“Man on a Ledge” is 
exactly that - a movie. about 
aman on a ledge. And while 
it won’t generate any Oscar 


buzz, either this year or . 
next, it is an interesting . 


enough diversion, with its 
plot twists, a well-planned 
heist, a villain you will love 
to hate and a lot of eye 
candy. 

The flick will disappear 
from your mind by the time 
you reach the car in the 
parking lot, but most will 
drive away feeling like they 
had a decent time. 

The plot plays like this: 
Sam Worthington (“Avatar”) 
stars as a mysterious man 
who checks into a New York 
hotel, orders room service, 
wipes off all his fingerprints 
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‘ negotiator 


_ and steps out onto a ledge 


outside his window. 

Before you can yell out 
“Hey! There’s a man on a 
ledge!” to the rest of the the- 
ater audience, the cops are 
on scene and the mysterious 
man has requested a crisis 
negotiator, who comes com- 
plete with a troubled past - a 
most do in these movies. 

That role is played by 
Elizabeth Banks, who has 
fun arguing with a rival 
played by 
Edward Burns, who feels 
she isn’t qualified to talk the 
man off the ledge. 

But why is the mystery 
man out there in the first 
place? It has something to 
do with his brother (Jamie 
Bell) and his brother’s girl- 
friend (Genesis Rodriguez), 
who are a block away while 
all this plays out, in another 
building, one owned by Ed 
Harris, the villain who you 


will love to hate. 

Bell and ez are 
pulling off some kind of 
heist, during which 


Rodriguez finds it neces- 
saary to wear, at different 
times, a tank top, frilly pink 
underwear and a skintight 
leather cat suit - none of 
which play into the plot at 
all 


While the plot meanders 
in various directions, you 
can feel confident all those 
threads will come together 
eventually (they eventually 
do, though the ending is a 
bit rushed and slightly con- 
voluted). 

"Man on a Ledge" is a 
movie made to grab the 
audience's attention, 
engage its anxieties, fuel its 
resentments towards the 
rich and greedy and send 
people home saying “I liked 
that film" - and it succeeds 
in that mission. 


“RED TAILS” 
GRADE: *** 


"Red Tails" is an old- 
school war movie with an 
ambitious story to tell. For 
the most part, it succeeds in 
its mission. 

This project, a longtime 
dream of "Star Wars" cre- 
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ator George Lucas, shines a 
movie house spotlight on 
the Tuskegee Airmen, the 
all-African-American _ unit 
of the Army Air Corps that 
battled racism on the home- 
front while helping the 
Allies achieve air suprema- 
cy in battle in Europe dur- 
ing World War II. 

At the outset of the story, 
Army officials refuse to let 
them get involved in battles, 
relegating them to noncom- 
bat details. 

The major in charge of 
the unit, played by Terrence 
Howard, gets the Airmen a 
mission that allows them to 
show what they can do, and 
leads to a bigger, more vital 
mission - escorting bombers 
above dangerous terrain. 
But unlike past fighter 
groups, which left bombers 
unguarded so they could 
take on enemy fighters, the 
Red Tails must protect the 
bombers first, and engage 
the enemy second. 

"Red Tails" is a work of 
fiction rooted in actual 
events, and it doesn't disap- 
poin war-movie-action 
department. 

That is largely thanks to 
the production team at 
Lucas' Industrial Light & 
Magic, which has created 
sharp, hyper-realistic dog- 
fight scenes that look great 
on the screen. 

The ‘story features some 
complex characters not usu- 
ally found in this type of 
film: Lightning (David 
Oyelowo) is an impetuous 
but brilliant pilot, falls in 
love with a local girl and 
starts to takes things seri- 
ously; Easy (Nate Parker), 
the unit's leader, hides a 
drinking problem. 

The bad guys are car- 
toonish though (the German 
ace who seems to take part 
in every dogfight has a scar 
on his cheek, just to make 
sure you know he is a bad 
man). , 

The Airmen flew thou- 
sands of missions from 1943 
to 1945, shooting down more 
than 100 German airplanes, 
earning a great deal of 
medals. Unbelievably, Lucas 
couldn't get a studio inter- 
ested in the movie over the 
last 23 years, so he ultimate- 
ly financed it himself, 


because of his passionate 
belief in the importance of 
the story of the Tuskegee 
Airmen and their role in his- 
tory.

The following are the 
guidelines for the Reading 
BYOD program: 

1.Any student who wishes 
to use a personally owned 
electronic device within the 
Reading Public Schools must 


read and sign an agreement’ 


and submit it to the building 
principal. 

2.The student takes full 
responsibility for his or her 
device and keeps it with him- 
self or herself or locked in his 
or her locker at all times. The 
school is not responsible for 
the security of the device. 

3.The student is responsi- 
ble for the proper care of their 
personal device, including 
cost of repair, replacement or 
any modifications needed to 
use the device at school. 

4.The school reserves the 


right to inspect a student’s 


personal device if there is a 
reason to believe that the stu- 
dent has violated the Reading 
Public Schools Acceptable 
Use Policy, school handbook 
rules, administrative proce- 
dures, school rules or has 
engaged in misconduct while 
using their personal device. 

5.Violations of any of the 
policies, guidelines and rules 
stated above involving a stu- 
dent’s personally owned 
device may result in the loss 
of use of the device in school 
and/or disciplinary action. 

6.The student complies 
with the teachers’ request to 
shut down the computer or 
close the screen to the device. 

7.Personal devices shall be 
charged prior to bringing it to 
school and shall be capable of 
running off of its own battery 
while at school. Precautions 
should be made by the student 
to preserve battery life during 
the school day. 

8.The devices may only be 
used for educational purposes 
only under the permission of 
the classroom _ teacher 
involved with the pilot. 

9.The student may not use 
the devices to record, trans- 
mit or post photos or video of 


‘a person or persons on cam- 


pus. Nor can any images or 
video recorded at school be 
recorded at school be trans- 
mitted or posted at any time 
without the express permis- 
sion of the teacher involved in 


the pilot.

‘BYOD’ initiative is that every 
computer a staff member 
pays for is one that the organ- 
ization doesn’t have to pay for 
itself.

They also enable more 
staff to work from home, so as 
well as spending less on tech- 
nology, you can spend less on 
the desk space your organiza- 
tion needs. 

Mobile devices are now 
found in the hands of most 
children, and school leaders 
are using that to their advan- 
tage by incorporating devices 
that students already own into 
classroom lessons and proj- 
ects.

Special Ed Director sees 
improvement in Tewksbury

TEWKSBURY - How is Tewksbury doing with special edu- 


cation? 


On January 25, Richard Pelletier, Tewksbury’s Director of 
Student Services, presented developments in the Special 
Education Department to the School Committee. 

He said he has been working hard to continue developing 
the department by holding weekly meetings with case man- 
agers and staff, trainings, and looking to create programs. 
Pelletier said he has made sure to visit schools, and he has 
enjoyed working in collaboration with the community service 


department. 


“It’s really a positive atmosphere,” he said. 
Pelletier and his team are working on programs that deal 
with language based learning disabilities, Pervasive 


Development Disorder, 


Emotional 


Disturbances and 


Behavioral Disorders, and academic assistance and transition 


planning. 


The emotionally disturbed student population is expanding, 
in Tewksbury and nationwide, and the department is looking to 
provide in-house services, he said. 

Administrators are also working on an extended school year 
program, which would serve students aged preschool to grade 
four. It will offer instruction in math, reading, and English 
Language Arts (ELA) through two morning sessions, and it 
will provide grade-based instruction. 

Pelletier also discussed the Special Education Task Force, 
which most recently met on December 5. 

The group discussed increasing parental input, strengthen- 
ing programs, and trust and confidence in services provided. 

He also cited an article from the Boston Globe, which dis- 
cussed rising special education costs from ’01-’10. 

Pelletier took time to praise the TSEPAC, the Tewksbury 
Special Education Parent Advisory Council, which recently 
addressed the possibly of an adult agency linkage, as various 
services end for special needs individuals once they reach the 


age of 22. 


He, again, stressed that his case managers are doing great 
work, and that it has been a pleasure to work in the district. 

School Committee members were pleased. 

“T think all of this is very positive,” said Dennis Francis, a 


member. 


School Committee Chair Krissy Polimeno said the develop- 
ments were “exactly what we need.” 

After the presentation, the Crier asked Pelletier if his 
department was handling the recent MSEC crisis well. 


“Very much so,” he said. 


The Merrimack Special Education Collaborative came 
under fire when it was reported that its upper management 


was mishandling funds. 


Pelletier said that he and others have screened and inter- 
viewed seven applicants to the administration. 

Programming has also expanded. Outside communities, 
now, can receive the organization’s services. 

“T think it speaks to the quality of their faculty, programs,” 


he said. 


He said he has been happy with the programs they provide. 
But, he is looking to see if Tewksbury can provide some 


expanded services. 


“We are able to provide services, if we can have the fund- 
ing,” he said. “That’s what we’re exploring right now.”

Roast and caramelize the cashews: 


Preheat the oven to 350 F: Line the bottom of a sheet pan 
with parchment paper. 


Use only whole cashews, not broken pieces. Spread them 
on the prepared pan in a single layer. Roast the nuts until 
they are medium brown, about 12 minutes. 


While the nuts are roasting, put a piece of parchment 
paper or a nonstick baking liner on a work surface. 
' Measure the sugar and butter and put both of them next to 
the stove. 


As soon as the nuts are roasted, place a medium heavy- - 


bottomed pot over medium-high heat. Use an unlined cop- 
per pot if you have one. When the pot is hot — test by flick- 
ing a drop of water into the pan; it should sizzle and dance 
across the bottom — immediately add the nuts and the 
sugar. Cook, stirring constantly with a wooden spoon, until 
the sugar liquefies and coats the nuts. If they start to 
smoke, reduce the heat. When only a few specks of sugar 
remain unmelted, remove from the heat and add the butter. 
Stir until the nuts glisten and start to separate from one 
another. 


Scrape the nuts onto the parehment paper or baking 
liner and separate them into individual pieces as best as 
you can. When they are cool enough to handle, carefully 
break apart any that are stuck together. 


Let the nuts cool to room temperature. 
Coat the nuts with chocolate: 


.- Chill a large metal bow] in the refrigerator for at least 20 
. minutes. Line the bottom of a large sheet pan with parch- 
ment paper. Sift the cocoa powder into a medium bowl. 

Put the caramelized nuts in the chilled bowl. Add the 
tempered chocolate and stir in to coat the nuts with the 
chocolate. When the chocolate has almost set, after about 5 
minutes, sift about half the cocoa powder onto the nuts. Stir 
until the nuts start to separate, and then toss them with 
your hands to separate them into individual pieces. Add 
more cocoa powder if needed to separate them completely. 
You may have cocoa powder left over. 


Put the nuts in a sieve, shake them to remove any excess 
cocoa powder, and then spread them in a single layer on the 
prepared pan. 


When the chocolate has set, store the nuts in an airtight 
container in a cool, dry place, not in the refrigerator, for up 
to 2 weeks.

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Important health 
screenings for men 


Health screenings are 
important for men of all 
ages.

* Abdominal aortic 
aneurysm: Men between the 
ages of 65 and 75 who have 
ever been smokers should 
speak with their doctor 
about a_ screening for 
abdominal aortic aneurysm. 
This condition is a bulging 
in the abdominal aorta, the 
largest artery in the body. 
Should an abdominal aortic 
aneurysm burst, this can 
cause dangerous bleeding 
and possibly even death. 

* Colorectal cancer: Men 


should start being screened 


for colorectal cancer at the 
age of 50. For men with a 
family history of colorectal 
cancer, it might be a good 
idea to get screened before 
the age of 50. There are dif- 
ferent ways to screen for 
colorectal cancer, and the 
doctor will likely discuss the 
best screening for each indi- 
vidual patient.

18. High blood pressure, 
which is 140/90 or higher, 
can lead to a number of life 
threatening ailments, 
including strokes, heart fail- 
ure, heart attacks, and kid- 
ney or eye problems, so it's 
important for men of all 
ages to control their blood 
pressure and get regular 
screenings. 


* High cholesterol: Men 
35 years of age and older 
should have their choles- 
terol checked annually. 
Younger men who make cer- 
tain lifestyle choices or 
have existing medical condi- 
tions should have their cho- 
lesterol checked starting at 
age 20. This includes young 
men who use tobacco, are 
obese, have diabetes, have a 
personal history of heart 
disease, or have a male fam- 
ily member who had a heart 
attack before age 50, or a 
female relative who had a 
heart attack before age 60. 

* Diabetes: Men should 
get screened for diabetes if 
their blood pressure is high- 
er than 135/80 or if they take 
medication for high blood 
pressure.
